FROM THE PREZ 


As summer winds down, we head into...the September auc- 
tion!!! So, bring your amateur radio junk—er—priceless but un- 
needed stuff to be auctioned amidst great mirth and celebra- 
tion. Here are the auction rules and how things will work: 


1. Auction items are limited to those things which either 
ARE or may be RELATED to amateur radio items. This means that boxes of 
tubes, resistors, etc. are OK, but your 1960s vintage stereo and Polaroid bel- 
lows cameras are not. 

2. Every SELLER must register by signing the SELLERS' ROSTER on a NUM- 
BERED LINE. The line number is the seller's ID number. 

3. Every SELLER must fill out an ITEM SLIP for each item to be auctioned. The 
ITEM SLIP will list the SELLERs name/call, ID number, reserve price (if any) 
and whether proceeds of the sale are to be donated to the Club. 

4. After filling out the ITEM SLIP, the SELLER should tape it to his item. 

5. The Club will take 10% of each item's sale amount, with 90% going to the 
seller unless the seller wishes to donate his/her share to the Club. 

6. When each item comes up for bidding, the auctioneer will take the ITEM SLIP 
and record the callsign or name of the buyer and the sale amount. The com- 
pleted slip will then be passed to the Club member manning the computer for 
entry into the auction spreadsheet. 

7. At the conclusion of the auction, BUYERS will pay for their items and, as or 
after (we'll see how it goes!) funds are collected, SELLERS will be paid. Pay- 
ment in cash is urged so that SELLERS may be paid immediately, although for 
items selling at high price, checks MAY be accepted with full payment going to 
the SELLERS by check from the Club at an early date following the sale. The 
auction is always great fun, so don't miss it, even if you're only interested in 
being a spectator. 


By now, the Bash is history, | hope all who attended had a great time. Thanks to the 
San Diego DX Club and, especially, to Gayle, K6GO for her hospitality. It was a ball!
